REMARKS

By the present amendment, independent claim 1 has been amended to include the subject 
matter of allowable dependent claim 6, as discussed hereinbelow. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §112 

Claims 1 and 6 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C, § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicant regards as the invention. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

In view of the foregoing amendments, it is respectfully submitted that this rejection has 
been addressed. Accordingly, all pending claims are now definite and clear. Reconsideration 
and withdrawal of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, are therefore 
respectfijlly requested.
